Lincoln Saw Into the Future. 
IJncoln saw Into the future with 
the 
pro])he(ic 
imagination 
^euially 
vouchsafed only to the po(d .ind the 
seer. 
He had in him all the lift to­ 
ward gieatness of the visionary, w ith­ 
out any of tlic visionaiy’s fanaticisin 
or egotism, w uh ont any of tho vision­ 
a ry’s narrow jealousy of the practical 
man and inaliility to strive in practi­ 
cal fashion for the realization of an 
ideal. 
He had the practical m a n’s 
hard common sense and willingness 
to adapt m eans to ends; 
but there 
was 
in 
him 
none of that uiorhid 
growth of mind and soul wJiich blinds 
so m any practical men to the higher 
things 
of 
life. 
No more prictica 
man ever liv^d than this honn'ly back­ 
woods idealist; 
hut he had nothing 
in common vuth tho.se practical m m 
whose consciences are warped iinil 
they fail to distinguish between good 
and 
evil, 
fail 
to understand that 
strength, aluMty. shrewdness, w hether 
in the world of business or of p ditics, 
only serve to m ake their ])osse.'’sor a

We of this day must try to solve 
m any social and industrial pr-oblems.

bility for slavery rested upon all oiir 
people 
and

should be borne l>y all alike.

was a tem perance of statemenr. a re­ 
spect for tlr^ opposite point of view, 
and a m oderatioa in his positions, 
which, when the ex citenuuit of' the 
time is considered, is m ost ex traor­ 
dinary and m ust com m and oiir adm i­ 
ration. 
Well would it have been for 
all our people had they been able to
